HOLIDAY CAT FLOAT QUESTIONED 

The Hamptons Police have launched an 
investigation into the procedures that were 
followed that led toa Labor Day Holiday Cat Float 
being approved and carried out in Montauk. The 
Cat Float, an event that involved stringing up pet 
cats underneath enough helium-filled balloons 
to cause the cats to become airborne and then 
launching these airborne cats from the top of a 
bluff overlooking Ditch Plains beach, drew well 
over 250 participants who all paid $25 to allow 
their cats to take part. However, according 
to Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch, 
some animal rights advocates contacted the 
police expressing outrage over the dangers to 
cats posed by the event and wondering how 
such an event could even have been approved 
in the first place. “We understand that cat floats 
have become popular all over the country, 
and they’re generally fun, safe events,” Hirsch 
said responding to reporters’ questions. “But 
we need to make sure that our procedures for 
locating, providing safeguards and permitting 
these popular events are carefully designed 
to minimize danger and maximize fun.” Hirsch 
noted that, of the more than 250 cats launched 
at the Montauk Cat Float, well over 150 landed 
safely. “That’s a pretty good number, when 
you think about it,” Hirsch said, “so I think 
we're doing something right. We just want to 
make sure we ‘cross all of our T’s and dot all of 
our I’s.’” For their part animal rights activists 
expressed satisfaction with the steps the police 
are taking. 


MUSIC RULES TAKE A TOLL 

The newly implemented rules governing live 
music in the Hamptons have been in effect 
for four weeks, and the Hamptons Police have 
issued an update on actions taken to enforce 
the new rules. From the update: “Compliance 
with the new rules has been spotty at best. For 
example, officers have found that many bands 
have yet to be able to confine their guitar 
players to one-verse guitar solos, and these 
guitar solos continue to be little more than 
mindless doodling. Fines have been levied. A 
few bands have made a good-faith effort to favor 
original material over covers per our rules, but 
our officers have determined that their original 
songs are frequently unlistenable drivel. Fines 
have been levied. In complete disregard for our 
regulations (and in complete contempt for all 
that is good and holy), many bands continue 
to play Jimmy Buffett songs even when Jimmy 
Buffett is NOT on the stage. Fines have been 
levied. Most bands are in violation of the 
‘controlled cover’ limit, sometimes even playing 
both ‘Brown Eyed Girl’ and ‘Moondance’ in the 
course of an hour set. Fines have been levied.” 
Police warn musicians that they will continue to 
crack down on these violations.

So I got back in the 
car, turned the wheel 
to the right to drive 
into the Camp Hero 
turnoff, and suddenly 
there was this sound 
of crumpling metal just 
outside the passenger 
door.

the mud-covered players waving behind. The 
merchants would come out to the sidewalks 


and smile and wave. Traffic would be at a 
standstill for the half an hour or so it took us to 
come through. I loved it. 

This was a special season for football in East 
Hampton. The reason was that last year, for the 
first time ever, the school failed to field a team. 
Not enough kids signed up. 

Walking to the stadium Saturday, someone 
asked me if last year not enough kids tried out 
because their parents were afraid they would 
get hurt. 

“Not at all,” | said. “There was no team 
because you need at least 20 kids to be available 
to take the place of all those who get knocked 
out each game.” 

I don’t know why I said that. 

The East Hampton Bonackers’ opener was 
against the Port Jefferson Royals. Port Jeff 
made the playoffs in the Suffolk IV conference 
in 2014. They would presumably have an easy 
time with East Hampton, which hadn’t played 
in two years. 

We took our seats up in the stands on the East 
Hampton side as the game started. The stands 
seat about 1,500. On this day, a beautiful early 
autumn day, there were about 50 people there. 


| looked around. There were no cheerleaders. 
(Port Jeff cheerleaders with their silver 
pompoms were cheering madly across the 
way). There was no marching band. No food 
wagon. East Hampton would be on its own, 
though there was a hand-painted cardboard 
sign somebody had brought that said HIT EM 
HARD 78. It was draped over a chain-link fence 
upside-down when we got there. There was 
an announcer in the booth up top calling the 
game.

I'd thought the teams might have taken it easy 
on each other (maybe the coaches had called?), 
but in fact it was pretty rough-and-tumble. In 
the early going the teams played evenly, a good 
omen for the Bonackers. Neither could score, 
and the only team seriously threatening in the 
first quarter was East Hampton, which at one 
point had the ball on the Port Jeff 10, before 
fumbling it away. 

In the second quarter, though, East Hampton 
seemed to run out of gas.

Offensive blockers swept East Hampton linemen 
out of the way so Port Jeff runners could come 
rumbling through.

Bugs This Summer 
Something strange is going on with the bugs 
this summer. Usually they get very annoying in 
July and then even worse in August. You keep 
the screen doors closed. You tell others to keep 
the screen doors closed.

in, they bite you and you go around swatting 
them. Outside, they come over to bite you and 
you have to chase them away. 

Fact is, if you have doors or sliders and leave 
them open this summer, nothing happens in the 
bug department. It’s just so strange. 

On the other hand—and many other people 
I know have noticed this—though bugs are 
not much in evidence at eye level, they are 
very much around below the knees. So if you 
wear shorts, you get bit below the knee. This 
summer, many people tried shorts but soon 
returned to keeping their legs covered. I went to 
the doctor for a checkup the other day. Among 
other things he told me was lots of people are 
getting bitten below the knees this year. 

What’s going on? 
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East Hampton High School is ready for some football. 


I’ve been thinking this could be just another 
weird thing happening with climate change. 
The bees die off one year then come back the 
next. Red tide fills our ponds and bays one year 
but not the next. Maybe the weather is making 
the mosquitoes and flies so tired they can’t get 
far off the ground. 

Or maybe it’s the chemicals we put on our 
landscaping. Maybe the chemicals are different 
this year and tests show they don’t kill bugs but 
just weaken them. So that’s why they only get 
up a few feet. 

Another possibility is the birds. Birds eat 
bugs. Maybe the bugs have figured this out and 
deliberately fly very low to stay under the bird 
radar. Or maybe there are more birds, and they 
sweep areas clean of bugs every day. 

Usually, at my house, carpenter bees arrive in 
the spring. These are huge, friendly bumblebees 
that either mean others no malice or fail to have 
any way of stinging or both. They fly around, 
stop to hover thoughtfully when they see you, 
then go away. 

But not this year. Haven’t seen a carpenter 
bee all spring. And haven’t seen a wasp or 
yellow jacket all summer, or at least above 
the knees. 

I’ve been trying to think of how our herds of 
deer might have something to do with this. But 
that makes no sense. Deer eat down low, or 
at least only up to about five feet, to judge by 
the parts of the foliage they strip. Sometimes, 
on their hind legs, they can do eight feet, but 
they don’t do that often. If anything, they prefer 
low. So if it were the bugs, the bugs would be 
gone there. 

I kind of feel bad for the bugs if some chemical 
has made them so weak they can only get a few 
feet up off the ground. I wonder if they try and 


‘just can’t do it, so then find a second bug and 


sort of hand-in-hand work together to get up a 
foot or two, sort of like the Wounded Warrior 
logo. | suppose if I sat quietly, I might see if that 
were so. 

That’s what happened to the Wright Brothers, 
by the way. I’ve seen the films of their first 
flight. They just don’t go up very high, then they 
come down. And they needed two of them. 

Another idea is that all the bugs are okay 
but with climate change the larger bugs have 
migrated further north to find someplace cooler. 
The large bugs are equipped with big enough 
wings to quickly do that, while the smaller bugs 
might try and try and just get up a foot or two, 
after which they get tired and have to rest. 
They’re going. Eventually, they'll get there. 

We'll just have to see what next summer 
brings. Maybe next summer frogs will fly. &&

Fireworks & Plovers 

East Hampton had its Fourth of July fireworks 
on Main Beach on Saturday, August 29. This is 
the 10th year in a row they’ve been doing this, 
holding the celebration for the anniversary 
of the Declaration of Independence about 60 
days late. They do this because 11 years ago 
it was found that some piping plovers, an 
endangered species of bird, were nesting by the 
beach pavilion on July 4 and we didn’t want to 
scare them.

If we’re afraid of scaring the plovers 
out of their nests in the beginning of July, why 
is it okay to scare the plovers out of their nests 
at the end of August? 

I’ve been told that it has to do with the 
hatching of the eggs. I’ve looked it up. The 
plovers arrive here in March and choose their 
nests. The females lay eggs. The babies are 


hatched by the end of April. The fledglings hang 


around their nests with their parents while they 
grow up, everyone’s flying by mid-June and by 
the end of September all of them, parents and 
kids, have headed south. 

So what’s the difference between July 4 and 
Labor Day? Nothing. On July 4, the parents and 
kids are already flying around. Indeed, there 
are so many of them at Main Beach now that 
in the morning, when the bugs wake up and 
fly around, if you go to Main Beach the plovers 
will dive-bomb you to keep you from interfering 
with their morning meal. 

Two months later? Same thing. 


A late-night barrage of sparks and fireworks 
and bangs and booms will scare the hell out of 
them either way. And they don’t think ahead. 
If anything, the big crashes and bangs of the 
fireworks at the end of summer will disrupt 
them more than the ones in July. They’ve 
been living in their nests for months. It’s their 
home. And they don’t know about time. The 
itch comes to fly south later in September and 
one day they all fly south. All that a Labor Day 
fireworks will do is get them scurrying around 
and packing up to get the hell out of there 
before its time. 

The plovers also don’t know about logic. 
They don’t understand that the fireworks are 
held at the end of summer is because a few days 
later, all the summer people go home. 

So yeah, birds, it’s a compromise. Get used 
to it. ou 

I say let’s tell them to get used to the fireworks 
in July, when our founding fathers signed the 
Declaration of Independence. Having the whole 
town down at Main Beach on blankets on 
July 4 at 9:30 p.m. to celebrate that was a big 
community event for nearly half a century 
before the plovers scared us off. We didn’t 
retreat from the British. 

The plovers will forget they got scared.

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Shea and Pierre: An East End Love Story

ith a teddy bear strapped to the back of 
her wheelchair, Shea Meagle, a 20-year- 
old Hampton Bays resident, trains with her new 
assistance dog, Pierre. The two are bonding 
at the North East Regional Center of Canine 
Companions for Independence (CCI), located 
in Medford. It’s the place where Meagle first 
met Mercer, her original assistance dog, about 
whom she wrote a children’s novel—Marvelous 
Mercer—at the age of 12, in her early years of 
living with Muscular Atrophy. 
It’s the final days of a two-week-long intensive 
training program, but Pierre is not the one 
who’s getting trained—it’s Meagle. Pierre has 
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already completed six months of advanced 
training, during which he learned 50 essential 
and complicated commands, including going to 
the bathroom on command. ~ : 
Now Meagle must learn how to use these 
commands and how to care for her new 
companion before she can take him home— 
free of charge. The training program includes 
indoor and outdoor exercises, quizzes, lectures, 
homework assignments and field trips. The goal 
is for Meagle to be able to manage her dog 
safely and appropriately in real-life situations. 
During her stay at CCI, Meagle lives with her 
mother in one of the free dorm rooms at the 
center. She is spending most of her time with 
her new friend as they practice commands.

Pierre and the other assistance dogs who are 
training outside are not muzzled and robotic— 
they're happy-go-lucky dogs whose tails are 
wagging as they faithfully lay by the side of 
their partners’ wheelchairs. But while they’re 
cute and friendly, these dogs are also highly 
alert and capable. A cross between Labrador 
and Golden Retriever, they are the perfect 
hybrid of intelligence and faithfulness. 

When it’s time to go inside, Pierre walks 
along Meagle’s side, allowing her to move 
through doorways first. During a field trip 
to a local pet store, Pierre makes purchases 
for Meagle by presenting a credit card to 
a cashier and carrying the shopping bags. 
The only part of the team-training program 
at CCI that is more breathtaking than the 
beautiful assistance dogs is Meagle herself, a 
truly remarkable woman who is full of life. 

“I came into this closed and cautious 
because of my deep connection with Mercer,” 
she admits. 

When she first met Pierre, Meagle ae the 
two gave each other a look that expressed 
something along the lines of “who the hell are 
you?” But in just over a week, the two are now 
closely connected, and she affectionately refers 
to Pierre as her “French lover.” 

When Meagle completes CCI’s team training 
program, she will return home to her college 
classes, but her ambitions extend far beyond 
the classroom. 

“I do take college classes on the side,” she 
confirms, “but what I really want to do is write 
young adult novels. I write every day, whether 
it be a sentence or a chapter—it depends on 
how much caffeine I’ve had,” Meagle says. 

The only thing bigger than Meagle’s dream 
is her heart, thanks to the connections she 
has shared with her service dogs from CCI. 
Her mom comments, “[CCI] is one of the gems 
of Long Island. You can’t help but feel the 
immensity that these dogs do for emotion.” 

Meagle added, “Mercer taught me to love. 
Pierre taught me to love again.” ga

Riverhead Is Rising to New Heights

R iverhead is not the same place it was five years 
ago, or even one year ago. 

Day-trippers lounge by the riverfront. Shoppers 
head south from the consistently congested Route 
58. Locals walk to shops, restaurants and bars, and a 
flurry of new businesses have opened on Main Street. 

“A lot has been going on down here that has been 
absolutely amazing,” says Carolyn Pontaco, owner of 
one of Main Street’s newest businesses—Vital-A-Tea 
(49 E. Main St.), which opened in mid-August. The 
tearoom, smoothie and juice bar serves up more than 
30 varieties of tea along with fresh juices, juice shots, 
soups and acai berry bowls.

Not far from the gym is Long Beard Brewery. 
Located in the Second Street firehouse, Long Beard 
Brewing Company (24 E. 2nd St.) is within walking 
distance of Main Street. Owner Paul Carlin started 
home brewing years ago. After encouragement from 
friends and family, he partnered with Craig Waltz, 
who works as a marine mechanic alongside Carlin, 
and started Long Beard. 

The pair hope to open Long peak in mid-to- 
late spring. Right now, they’re going through the 
licensing process and getting the necessary permits. 
“We’re going to be brewing a lot of different beers,” 
Carlin says. Their featured beers are a Pale Ale and 
an IPA, but Carlin expects to expand to bourbon 


_barrel ales, saisons, milk stouts, oatmeal stouts and 


particularly sours. 

“We’re just two regular blue-collar guys dumping 
everything into it,” Carlin says. Long Beard is joining 
other Riverhead based breweries including Twin 
Fork, Long Ireland, Crooked Ladder and Moustache. 
The latter three breweries can be visited via Brew 
Crew Cycles, a new venture launched earlier this 
year whereby visitors pedal a 14-seat bicycle 
to each locale. 

Empty storefronts have gone from being the norm 
to being the exception in downtown Riverhead. 
“There’s a new life force in a town that has been 
resuscitated,” Pontaco says. Maybe that sentiment is

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PeraBell Rings on Riverhead’s Main Street

hy is the new popular restaurant on 

Riverhead’s Main Street called “PeraBell?” 
Owners John PERAgine and Scotti CampBELL are the 
reasons why. They’ve operated a restaurant by the 
same name in Patchogue for years. Of course, the 
Riverhead location, which opened in June, is popular 
in no small part due to Chef de Cuisine James Klein’s 
contributions. Expect a rich mix of Italian, Asian and 
Tex-Mex influences. And if you’re “counting glutens,” 
yes, they have gluten-free (GF) options and offer GF 
versions of some of their dishes. 

There were many families and couples 
enjoying themselves last Saturday night 
when we visited. I really like the dark, 
well-appointed interior. Sitting in the 
front of the house is a lot like being 
outside—but with a roof. Truly the 
best of both worlds—we were able to 
watch life on Main Street through the 
light rain. There was no live music this 
night but we’re told that local, acoustic 
soloists and duos are a regular attraction 
at PeraBell. 

We started the meal with liquids— 
specifically a Wanderlust ESB (‘extra 
strong bitter”) from Riverhead’s own 
Mustache Brewing Co. for my husband 
and a “Farmers Market” for me. The ale 
was hoppy yet quite clean—very good, 
as always. Other Long Island beers on 
offer include the latest from Greenport 
Harbor Brewing Company and Long 
Ireland Beer Company as well as Crooked 
Ladder Brewing Company and Blue * 
Point standbys. Local wines 


include PeraBell’s fresh pizzas are delish! 


selections from Palmer Vineyards, Lieb Cellars and 
Influence Wines. 

What’s in a “Farmers Market?” Quite a bit at 
this time of year—Effen Cucumber Vodka, yellow 
Chartreuse, celery, fresh lime and local tomato and 
basil. Served in a cute, little glass, it was quite sweet. 

Our server Kaleigh was a helpful guide through the 
menu and she offered some interesting appetizer and 
entrée specials. 

Husband started with the Thai glazed short 
ribs, which arrived in a gorgeous presentation. He 
commented, “It’s gotta nice kick to it.” And | didn’t 


even get to try them—so they must be great with their 
ramen noodle crisp, pickled cabbage and sriracha. 

I fell in love with the Soup of the Day. White beans, 
roasted garlic and mushrooms combined to offer an 
earthy and luscious bowl of seasonal bliss. 

Husband went for what Kaleigh told us was one 
of PeraBell’s most popular dishes—an apple and 
horseradish crusted salmon. Though very flavorful, 
the preparation didn’t grab me. Husband “helped” 
so much with my entrée that he had most of the fish 
wrapped, so that he could enjoy two of my famous 
salmon cakes the next day. 

My entrée was positively transporting. 
I think that my pizza with arugula and 
prosciutto took me to Sicily—because 
that’s where PeraBell’s pizzaiola Nino 
hails from. He has mastered PeraBell’s 
wood burning oven. So good! PeraBell’s 
pizzas are 10” circles—so eaten as an 
appetizer, or even as an entrée, you can 
always share at least one of your six 
slices. Though it’s a bit of a trick to cut 
it apart—you’ll need to use your knife 
and fork...or just eat it ALL yourself. |

Bacon Brothers Sizzle Sept. 26 in Pee tagte

he voice on the other end ofthe line is 

unmistakable: Kevin Bacon, a movie star since 
the late ’70s, with over 80 films to his name, and, 
in his side-project band the Bacon Brothers with 
his brother Michael, a singer-songwriter of great 
accomplishment. The Bacon Brothers, with their 
eclectic mix of hard rock and folksy Americana, are 
excited about coming to the Patchogue Theater on 
September 26 to put on another rocking show after 
their recent summer tour. But right now, Kevin is a 
little preoccupied. 

“It’s actually my 27th wedding anniversary,” Kevin 
says—to which I, along with Kevin’s brother Michael, 
also on the line, respond with congratulations. Kevin 
is married to actress Kyra Sedgwick, and they have 
two children. “I worked it out,” Kevin continues, 
“That comes to 9,655 days. I give us another 
two months.” 

It’s a self-deprecation that may not have come too 
naturally to Bacon, who initially objected to the “Six 
Degrees of Kevin Bacon” meme that sprang up in 
the ’90s—a meme that in fact flirted with trivializing 
his substantial success in films. In recent years, 
Bacon has apparently learned to relax and enjoy 
the joke, even forming his own networking initiative, 
SixDegrees.org, that helps connect charities 
to interested people. He’s also just become a 
commercial spokesperson for the U.S. egg industry— 
eggs and Bacon, anyone?—signaling a willingness to 
encourage laughter at his own expense. 


One thing both Kevin and his brother Michael take 
very seriously, though, is their songwriting. “I’ve 
been writing songs all along,” says Kevin, “since 
before I even learned to play guitar.” As a teenager 
in Philadelphia, Kevin would take his lyrics and 
melodies to older brother Michael—who was already 
deeply involved in writing and playing rock music— 
and Michael would help Kevin complete the songs 
with chords and structure. 

Michael Bacon continued in music and has had a 
successful and varied career—going on to become 
a multi-instrumentalist, working for a time as a 
Nashville songwriter, earning a graduate degree 
in music composition, and eventually establishing 
himself as a prolific composer of film and TV scores. 
He even lectures on film scoring. But he concedes 
that songwriting is one of the more challenging of his 
musical pursuits. 

“Songwriting is a strange, mysterious amalgam,” 
Michael says. “Lyrics mixed with music, and you’re 
trying for something universal. It’s frighteningly 
elusive—if I write two good songs a year, I’m happy.” 

Kevin and Michael first came back together to 
play music in 1995, and since then they’ve released 
six studio albums featuring original songs—with 
the occasional cover. The Bacon Brothers play 
selections from Michael’s and Kevin’s now lengthy 
catalogue of songs accompanied with a full band. 
Over the years, some trends have emerged. While 
Michael’s songs tend to be very personal, even 
cryptic, Kevin’s songs—perhaps not surprisingly, 
given his background—tend to feature vignettes.

“Kevin’s songs are very visual,” notes Michael. 
“They're like little films.” And both the Americana 
sound of their songs and the instrumentation of the 
band stem back to the brothers’ abiding love for the 
pioneering work of The Band. 

“I was a big British Invasion guy,” recalls Michael. 
“When The Band came along it was like ‘what?’— 
they were like a folk group and could go in so many 
different directions.” Like The Band, the Bacon 
Brothers bring in the sounds of accordion and 
mandolin, and Michael also works in the cello. 

As Kevin Bacon says, “We just want to put on the 
best show we can, and we are looking forward to 
seeing everybody there.” gm.

Judy Carmichael Plays Bay Street September 19

nyone who has ever seen Sag Harbor’s Judy 

Carmichael play piano in her trademark 
stride style—with its wild propulsive motion and 
syncopated excitement—knows that Carmichael has 
got a lot of energy. Smiling and laughing with her 
bandmates while she plays this muscular music, 
Carmichael’s the very image of joyful exuberance. 

On Saturday, September 19, Carmichael will bring 
that exuberance back home to Sag Harbor, where 
she will be giving an electrifying performance at 
Bay Street Theater. She’ll be joined onstage by 
saxophonist Harry Allen, Chris Flory on guitar and 
Pat O’Leary on bass. 

Some players may have a tendency to fall into a 
torpor when they are not onstage, but Carmichael’s 
intensity feeds into a tremendous work ethic when 
she’s not performing. She’s always working, whether 
she’s practicing, writing, or working on her radio 
show Jazz Inspired (which airs locally on WPPB, 88.3 
FM, Tuesdays at 8 p.m.). Her activities have become 
increasingly diverse over the past couple of years. 
Now she’s writing original songs. 

“[ll be playing some originals at Bay Street,” says 
Carmichael. These songs, which feature lyrics by 
Carmichael and music by her saxophonist Harry 
Allen, are like 21st-century standards. “Writing lyrics 
is a lot of fun—it’s like a new occupation.” It has 
become something else to channel her boundless 
energy into, especially when she’s traveling and 
doesn’t have ready access to a piano at all times. She 
can write lyrics. 

Never hugely motivated to write songs in the past, 
Carmichael began by updating the lyrics of older 
songs that she wanted to sing. Writing originals from 
scratch followed soon thereafter. 


“It all stems from singing,” says Carmichael, who 
began incorporating singing into her act only a few 
years ago. There are obviously lots of songs already 
out there, but Carmichael feels that many of the 
great ones wouldn’t really suit her personality. 
“I wouldn’t preclude singing songs that are not 
specifically my life experience but some songs just 
don’t look right if you perform them.” Carmichael 
calls her own songs “empowered,” imbued with her 
own innate positivity. 

“I don’t know that I want to sing a song about 
defeat—pain and sadness, yes—but not defeat.” 

As Carmichael has increasingly moved toward 
singing, it has effected her piano playing. While she 
still plays stride, and always will, she doesn’t really 
sing in that style—and, in fact, one of the reasons 
she’s gravitated toward singing is to broaden her 
musical palette. 

“A little stride goes a long way,” Carmichael says. 
To accompany her original songs, she’s moving more 
toward more modern styles of jazz comping—which 
is a brand-new world for her. 

Shortly after her appearance at Bay Street, 
Carmichael will be off to merry old England—where 
she’s been spending a lot of time recently—for a 
series of dates at London’s Crazy Cogs Cabaret. On 
October 25, she’ll be back in Sag Harbor, performing 
at the American Hotel as a fundraiser for her 
educational foundation. 

Carmichael is very excited to be back at Bay 
Street—she notes that she was the very first musician 
to perform at Bay Street back in the ’90s—and she is 
looking forward to being more involved with the 
theater’s off-season schedule. 

“(Bay Street’s managing director] Gary Hygom 
and | really see eye to eye on the kind of creative 
programming we’d like to do,” Carmichael says.

A Harvest of Produce to Delight

September is a bounteous 
garden.

PEPERONATA 

Local flavors are 
foregrounded in this delectable 
Italian import. It’s a_ tasty 
seasonal side to almost any 
entrée and it benefits from being prepared up to two 
days ahead. 


Serves 6 to 8 


4 to 6 ripe tomatoes 

3 tablespoons extra virgin olive oil 

2 medium red onions, peeled and halved 

2 large cloves garlic, peeled 

4 red and yellow peppers, halved, cored and 
seeded 

2 teaspoons kosher salt 

freshly ground pepper. 


1. To peel tomatoes, plunge them into boiling water 
for about 30 seconds to 1 minute, depending on their 
size. Cool under running water. Skins should slip off 
easily with the tip of a paring knife. Cut tomato in 
half through the circumference and squeeze out and 


discard seeds. Slice into wedges and set aside. 


2. On a wooden board, place onions flat side down 
and slice thin. Chop garlic very fine. Slice pepper into 
pieces about 1/4” thick. 


3. Heat oil in a 12” skillet; add onions and sauté 
until translucent, about 2 to 3 minutes, over medium 
heat, stirring occasionally. Add garlic and cook for 30 
to 40 seconds longer. Arrange the peppers in a layer 
over the onions. Top the peppers with the tomato 
wedges. Do not mix the vegetables. Sprinkle with 
salt and pepper to taste, cover pan and simmer over 
medium heat about 20 minutes. 


5. Remove cover and toss vegetables gently to 
mix. Taste to adjust seasoning if necessary. With a 
slotted spoon transfer vegetables to an oven-proof 
serving dish, then reduce the juices in the skillet 
until well reduced. Pour the reduced juices over the 
vegetables. Can be prepared ahead to this point. 
Cover and refrigerate up to two days. To serve, bring 
peperonata to room temperature. Preheat oven to 
375° and cook about 10 to 15 minutes to heat through 
before serving. 


MAMA’S ZUCCHINI SOUFFLE BAKE 
This recipe is not really a traditional soufflé. Egg 
whites are beaten to a sturdy froth and mixed with the 
remaining ingredients for a light and airy dish. 
Makes 6 to 8 servings 
4 farm-fresh, narrow zucchini (about 1 1/2 pounds) 


3 eggs, separated 

1 package (7.5 ounces) farmer cheese 
1/4 teaspoon dried oregano 

1/4 teaspoon paprika 

2-3 tablespoons bread crumbs 

5-6 tablespoons grated Parmesan 
kosher salt and freshly ground pepper 


Preheat oven to 350°. 
Butter a 10 to 12 inch shallow Pyrex pie plate 


1. Grate zucchini on the largest hole of a stand- 
up grater over a large bowl. Squeeze dry in a clean 
kitchen towel and return to the bowl. 


2. Add egg yolks to the zucchini with the farmer 
cheese, seasonings and about 2 to 3 tablespoons 
breadcrumbs to bind. Add Parmesan, salt and pepper 
to taste and stir to mix until thoroughly combined. 
Beat egg whites in a cold bow! with cold beaters 
until firm but not dry. Carefully fold into the zucchini 
mixture. 


3. Transfer zucchini mixture into the prepared 
baking dish. Bake in preheated oven for 35 to 40 
minutes until top is golden brown and mixture is 
firm and slightly puffy. The dish can be served warm 
or baked up to 2 hours ahead and served at room 
temperature. It can also be prepared up to several 
days ahead. Cut into wedges and reheat to warm. 
Cover and refrigerate unused portion, bring to room 
temperature when ready to reheat.
